HON.  SECRETARY’S  REPORT. 

The  Committee  of  Management  has  much  pleasure  in 
presenting  to  the  Subscribers  of  the  Hospital  the  Report  and 
Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  ended  3 1  st  December,  1926. 

ANNUAL  FETE. 

This  annual  event,  which  was  kindly  opened  by  Mrs. 
Stafford  Lewis,  is  the  means  of  benefiting  the  funds  of  the 
Hospital  very  considerably,  and  the  Committee  acknowledge 
with  grateful  thanks  the  work  of  the  Mayor  and  Mayoress 
(Alderman  and  Mrs.  F.  Jenkins)  who  with  their  admirable  band 
of  helpers  were  able  to  hand  over  £360  to  the  Hospital  ;  this 
being  the  largest  sum  ever  raised  from  this  source. 

THE  VERANDAHS. 

The  Verandahs  which  were  in  course  of  erection  at  the 
time  of  the  last  report  have  now  been  finished  and  have  proved 
most  beneficial  in  a  number  of  cases.  The  Committee  wish  to 
tender  their  thanks  to  Mrs.  Lewis  for  the  amount  given  and 
collected.  The  Committeealso  wish  to  tender  to  Mr.  F.  S.  Monier- 
Williams  their  thanks  for  his  gratuitous  services  as  architect. 

X-RAY  APPARATUS. 

A  new  and  up-to-date  Apparatus  has  been  installed  by 
X-Ray  Ltd.,  and  the  Hospital  is  now  equipped  with  one 
of  the  most  complete  installations  in  the  district.  The 
installation  of  this  Apparatus  could  only  be  accomplished 
by  generous  gifts  and  the  first  of  these  was  received  in  1923, 
from  Mr.  P.  F.  Chaplin  and  since  November  last  the  following 
have  also  contributed  :  —  Lord  Stradbroke,  Sir  Thomas  Gooch, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stafford  Lewis,  Mrs.  Guy  Hambling,  W.  J. 
Alcock,  F2sq.,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alfred  Smith.  E.  E.  Grubbe,  Esq. 
To  all  these  very  generous  subscribers  the  Committee  tender 
their  most  grateful  thanks  for  making  possible  this  indispensible 
adjunct  to  medical  and  surgical  investigation.  At  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  Committee  Dr.  R.  W.  Mullock  was  unanimously 
appointed  Radiologist  to  the  Hospital.  There  is  now  no  branch 
of  radiographic  photography  that  cannot  be  undertaken.  The 
total  cost  has  been  £450. 
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ARTIFICIAL  SUN  LIGHT  APPARATUS. 

The  Hospital  has  been  presented  with  this  apparatus  b}' 
a  very  generous  anonymous  donor  and  the  Committee  greatly 
appreciates  this  valuable  addition  to  the  equipment  of  the 
Hospital. 

WIRELESS  INSTALLATION. 

During  last  year,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Aid.  F.  Jenkins 
in  securing  the  necessary  funds,  the  Hospital  was  equipped 
throughout  with  a  Marconiphone  2V  long-range  receiver  in 
conjunction  with  a  2-stage  voice  amplifier  Wireless  Installa¬ 
tion.  This  has  proved  a  great  comfort  and  relief  to  the  patients 
during  their  weary  hours  of  sickness.  Each  bed  is  fitted  with 
a  pair  of  headphones  should  it  not  he  possible  to  use  a  loud 
speaker  in  the  Wards;  the  Matron’s,  Nurses’,  and  Staff  rooms 
are  also  connected.  The  Installation  was  formally  handed 
over  to  the  Hospital  authorities  on  April  13th  by  Aid.  Jenkins, 
the  then  Mayor,  and  during  the  evening  a  greeting  of  welcome 
was  received  from  the  B.B.C. 

GIFTS  IN  KIND. 

Many  gifts  in  kind  were  received  and  are  gratefully 
acknowledged  from  the  villages  served  by  the  Hospital,  and 
Pound  Day  provided  quantities  of  fruit,  vegetables,  eggs,  etc., 
these  gifts  being  especially  welcome. 

NURSING. 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  placing  on  record  their 
appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  by  the  Matron  (Miss 
H  awley)  and  the  members  of  the  Nursing  Staff.  The  success 
which  has  attended  the  work  of  the  Hospital  during  the  past 
year  is  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the  Matron’s  careful  and 
efficient  management. 

The  Committee  wish  to  express  their  great  appreciation 
of  the  work  done  for  the  Hospital  by  Mrs.  Pipe  during  the 
sixteen  years  of  her  Treasurership,  also  to  Mr.  P.  L.  Swindell 
for  his  services  to  the  Hospital  din  ing  the  last  two  years.

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THE  HON.  TREASURER’S  REPORT. 


In  presenting  the  Annual  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the 
year  1926,  the  Hon.  Treasurer  is  glad  to  he  able  to  report  an 
increase  of  145  new  Subscribers,  bringing  in  £70  3s.  9d.  in  fresh 
subscriptions.  Against  these  there  has  been  a  falling  off  in 
some  of  the  old  subscriptions — due  in  part  to  subscribers  who 
have  left  the  town,  or  in  part  to  some  of  the  subscriptions  for 
1926  not  having  been  received — but  it  is  hoped  that  these  may 
yet  come  in. 

Although  the  contributions  to  the  Hospital  have  been 
many  and  varied  and  in  excess  of  those  in  former  years, 
nevertheless  the  current  expenses  have  greatly  exceeded  the 
income  and  £465  12s.  8d.  has  had  to  be  drawn  from  Deposit  to 
meet  the  deficiency.  When  it  is  realized  that  not  only  was  the 
work  at  the  Hospital  for  1926  double  that  of  1924  hut  of  a 
far  more  serious  and  acute  type,  the  increased  expenditure 
can  be  readily  understood  and  accounted  for.  But  as  there  is 
every  reason  to  expect  and  believe  that  the  work  at  the 
Hospital  will  not  only  continue  in  its  present  high  state  of 
efficiency  but  expand  even  further,  there  is  no  prospect  of  the 
current  expenses  being  reduced.  Thus  there  will  be  a  probable 
deficit  of  £500  to  be  faced  for  1927,  and  the  problem  whereby 
the  income  of  the  Hospital  may  be  substantially  and  stably 
increased  is  a  serious  one  and  is  causing  considerable  anxiety 
to  the  Committee. 

The  Hon.  Treasurer  would  like  to  thank  her  Lady 
Collectors  (whose  names  appear  below),  for  their  services,  not 
only  in  the  Collection  of  Annual  Subscriptions,  but  also  for 
efforts  in  obtaining  new  Subscribers.  The  work  is  often 
arduous,  but  it  is  much  appreciated. 

Mr.  Clarke  and  Mr.  Adams  who  have  acted  as  Hon. 
Auditors  for  many  years  are  unable  to  do  so  any  longer  and 
thanks  are  due  to  them  for  their  gratuitous  service  over  so 
long  a  period.  This  year  the  accounts  have  been  audited  by 
Mr.  Hall  and  Mr.  Peek  and  in  tendering  her  thanks  to  them 
as  Hon.  Auditors  the  Hon.  Treasurer  would  like  to  express  her 
appreciation  of  their  work  and  assistance.

HON.  MEDICAL  OFFICERS’  REPORT. 

There  were  149  admissions,  besides  9  In-patients  from 
1925  ;  103  Out-patients  paying  353  visits  were  treated.  There 
were  20  Dental  Patients  and  121  Patients  received  free 
medical  attendance.  There  were  159  Operations,  29  major, 
110  minor,  20  dental.  There  were  7  deaths.  One  birth  took 
place.  In  the  X-ray  Department  53  Patients  were  screened, 
radiographed  and  treated. 

15  Patients  were  treated  with  Ultra-Violet  Rays  on  143 
occasions. 

We  have  now  a  thoroughly  up-to-date  X-ray  installation 
and  Ultra-Violet  Ray  apparatus. 

The  Verandahs  and  the  Wireless  Outfit  have  given  great 
pleasure  and  have  been  much  benefit  to  the  Patients.
